At the beginning of the Druidical Year the 
Druids went in solemn procession into the 
torests and raised a grass altar at the foct 
of the finest oak, on which they inscribed the 
nimes of those gods which were considered 
as ihe most powerfui.

The ceremony was always performed when 
‘he moon was six days old, and two white 
bulis were sacrificed at the conclusion, 

In the dark ages a simiiar superstitious 
belief prevailed, and even to the present day 
the peasants of Germany and some other 
countries call the mistletoe the “ Spectre’s 
Wand,” from the supposition that, holding

A home without music at Christmas misses 
one of the most enjoyable aspects of the 
festival; therefore, it behoves all who rely 
upon those appliances for melody to look weil 
to their gramaphones and wireless sets before. 
hand. 

The gramaphone “pick-up” attachment 
brings the wireless to the assistance of the 
former instrument, and, in favourable condi- 
tions, can make an older and moderately 
priced gramaphone sound like one of the 
Jatest and most expensive types. It will 
bring up the low notes as never before, and 
is purticularly suitable for dance music at 
parties, for it increases the volume to a re 
markable extent. 

Care should be exercised in choosing a 
‘‘ pick-up ”’ to select one that will not throw 
too much weight on the record. The best 
class of pick-up will actually minimise the 
wear of records. Although these pick-ups 
all embody a volume control device 
it is mecessary to exercise discretion 
as to the circuit with which one couples 
them, as some circuits give enough volume to 
fill a cinema or ballroom, and, even with 
the soft pedal on, so to speak, are altogether 
too rovust for home use. 


Dust the Enemy.

Dust is as much the enemy of the grama- 
phone ay of the wireless set. Records must 
be kept free from dust at all costs, Some 
excellent filmg cabinets are to be had, but 
they are fairly expensive. Mv own plan is 
to keep the records in carrier cases and 
albums these can be labeiled on the 
outside with a general indication of the 
contents—you can adopt your own systeia 
and have them labelled according to the 
composers or the composition: “ Liszt.”’ or 
“Chamber Music,” for example: or according 
to the performer, “ Paderewski'* and “ Galli 
Curci.”’ 

These cases. or cabinets, keep the records 
in good condition, but make sure that they 
are stored in a diy place. Dust your records 
with a velvet pad before and aiter playin. 
and oceasionally brush them round the 
grooves with a camel's hair brush instead ol 
a ‘wedile. : 

And. as you love your records, never allow 
anvbedy (mcluding yourself) to smoke when 
you or they are playing the gramaphone. 
Tobacco ash is deadly for records. Put every 
record away immediately it is played and 
before another one is put on the turntable. 


Speed Must be Right. 


Brush the turntable itself from time to 
time, and make sure that it is revolving at 
the speed at which the indicator says it 15 
revolving. An automatic speed tester can 
be bought for a few shillings, but you can 
make a test by placing a tiny piece of paper 
on the edge of a record and counting the 
revolutions with a watch which possesses a 
second hand. 

It. is imperative that all records should 
be played at the correct time. 

Do not lower the needle violently on to 
the record. Place it gently at the edge aud 
slide it into the first groove. 

The needles which are guaranteed to play 
fifty records or so are a delusion and a snare. 
Use them for dance records, if you will, but 
not for real music. The needles that I use 
are guaranteed to play ten records. but 
[ never play more than two with them. 
The best thing is to use any needle only 
once if you can help it. 


"Ware Bad Needles. 


Sometimes there are flawed needles, ever 
in newly opened packets. Test a needle 
by sticking it in the cloth of your sleeve or 
lapel; if the point is not quite smooth you 
will quickly know. 


Records which. have become somewhat 


| warped from disuse and bad storage can be 


detected by the manner in which the sound 
box jumps ap and down when playing. 
Warm such records slightly on both sides by 
holding them about a foot and a half away 
from a fire; then place them between two

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IMPRESSIONS OF CYPRUS. 
| al 
BEAUTY AND HISTORY. 


(By R. N. HENRY.) 


IN this age of steel and speed romance 
still lives. You who would seek it 
must leave the setting sun and take ship 
for Cyprus, where East meets West. This 
is the island where  laughter-loving 
Aphrodite was born of the foam of the 
sea; here Zeno of Kitium spent his boy- 
hood, and Barnabas lived and suffered 
martyrdom; this was the gift of Antony 
to Cleopatra. Beneath these hills lie the 
battlefields where fought Persian and 
Greek, Roman and Jew, Crusader and 
Saracen. In ‘hese cloistered abbeys, too, 
men forgot the world for a space. Here 
you will dwell among scenes that tel] of 
“far off things and battles long ago.” 
You must choose your time of coming. 
Do not come when the parching sun of 
summer has turned the green to brown, 
but rather in the spring, when the land 
blossoms forth as the rose. If you arrive 
at Larnaca or Famagusta and drive to the 
capital, Nicosia, you will pase through 


a treeless plain and will get a false i1m- 


pression, ag many another has done. Tho 
Messaoria is not beautiful, but it has the 
saving grace of being productive. 

You may, however, land at Limassxo] 
and drive over the mountains. ‘the 
driving of your Cypriot chauffeur may he 
alarming at first, especially at hair-pin 
bends, but you will soon get used to it. 
You will pass picturesavne Turks, with 
their baggy trousers and gaily coloured 
head-dress and stockings ; camels grunting 
their way along to the capital; mules 
carrying whole families and their belong- 
ings; oxen ploughing just as they did in 
Moses s day, and here and there a donkey 
with its star-shaped load of throwmhi— 
a sweet-smelling, prickly shrub which 1s 
used for fire-lighting. At every villasc 
unsophisticated dogs will make deter- 
mined efforts to bite the wheels of your 
Chevrolet. In the evening you will arrive 
at the gay Metropolis and will be wel- 
comed by the flashing electric sign of the 
George Hotel, where, if you have booked 
well in advance, you will find a comfort- 
able room 


THE BAZAAR. 


You must, of covrse, visit the bazaar, 
and on a Friday. That is market day, 
and all the villagers are there buying and 
selling and Jiving from hand to mouth. 
Every street has its own trade. In one 
you will be deafened by the din of the 
blacksmiths’ hammers as they beat. out 
their copper pots; in another the fruits of 
the Orient are piled in profusion—oranges 
and lemons, pomegranates and pears, 
yellow 2ates and purple grapes, all fresh 
from the tree and only three piastres au 
ole (2.8\bs. ). 

Pass on through the — silversmiths’ 
bazaar towards the Khan that lies by the 
Great Mosque of St. Sophia. | Here East 
and West are curiously mingled: camels 
are chewing sleepily, waiting for their 
evening load, and dilapidated Fords drip 
their oil and grease. T jike the came)—he 
may have deserved all Mr. Kipling’s 
epithets, but he is delightfully and can- 
didly conservative. In spite of all this 
intrusion of rattling cars and squeakine 
horns, he maintains his aristceratie and 
dignified mien, and. has the semblance oi 
a sneer on that curling lip for what we 
are pleased to call progress. 

As you wander through the narrow 
streets you will rub shoulders with many 
strange types; here is the peglar, with 
his trays of Sweepmeats, ealline his -wares 
with a mournful voice; there the hoja, or 
holy man, with flowing robe and white- 
bound.fez. A group of Turkish ladies 
may pass, robed in dresses of coloured 
native silk, their dark eyes peeping shyly 
overt their veils. At the corner some olive- 
skinned (;reek merchants are chattering 
at a tremendous pace. Go into a shop 
and you may find the proprittor asleen in 
a chair, or a small boy will run to the 
nearest coffee-shop to fetch him. Most of 
the shopkeepers are extremely obliging 
and think nothing of leaving their busi- 
ness to guide you to your next stopping 
place. 

Tf you are a lover of animals it wil! 
eriéve you to see ponltry-sellers carrying 
live hens and turkevs head downwards in 
bundles of two or three. No wonder the 
poor animals look dazed. and depressed 
and have never a pick on theif bones. 
You will wander through the maze of 
streets till you get lost—for the tatterad 
awpings overhead exclude all landmarks. 
Jn the end you will call a gharny, and 
your open sesame will be either ' George ”' 
or ‘‘ Cloob.’”’ 


THE ABBEY OF BELLA PAISE. 


If you wish, however, to get away from 
the town and its noise, you may dive into 
the cool Mediterranean under the battle. 
ments of Kyrenia Castle; you may Jaze 
upon the sands of Famagusta: you may 
drive along precipitous roads to the 
shady pine woods of Troédos: or, best of 
all, you may go to Bella Paise. This 
village clings to the side of the mountains 
that overlook Kyrenia. The journey from 
Nicosia is at first uninteresting, but 
suddenly, as you climb over the pass, the 
wonderful blue of the Mediterranean 
flashres into sight. A few miles along the 
coast, up through ancient olive-groves, 
and you are at the Abbey doors 

‘A week ago I sat at sunset in one <! 
the Gothic windows of Belle Abbaye. Th. 
sight was one which my inward eve will 
cherish for many a day. Beneath my feet 
the palm and orange groves were wreen 
and gold. From far below arose the 
sound of sheep-bells and the piping of a 
shepherd boy. How often had the monks 
of Premontré sat in this same hall and 
listened to the same sweet music from the 


flocks below! Over the hills the sky 
was a blazing glory of rose and purple, 
flinging into relief the Castle of St. 
Hilarion perched on its cliff. In the 


East the clouds shone back with palest 
pink and mauve. Away beyond the palm 
and orange groves the sea crawled lazily 
up to the stones of the Castle of Kyrenia. 
Peace was there and beauty, and they 
are good for the soul of man.

The “ Old Man.” 


Captain Tyrrell, who is now in com 
er of the Dunleary, has followed his 
father, who for so many years guided the 
destinies of the little coal boat.

LECTURE IN DUBLIN,

The next of the plays performed within the 
past fortnight was ‘‘Romeo and vuliet, 
which was the first of Shakespeare's tragedies. 
It was a drama of two young lives brought 
together by ‘ove, and then, by adve-se ci 
cumstances, hurried to their doom. They 
might say how eruel was destiny, but tha! 
was not what the dramatist was saying. It 
they ended the play, as some did, with the 
death of Romeo and Juliet, they missed 
Shakespeare s plan. His plan was to end the 
play with reconciliation between the two rival 


houses whose strife had brought about the 
tragedy. ! 
Next in order came “The Merchant ©! 


Venice,’ a very notable play, as illustrating 
Shakespeare's wide sympathy. They had 
here the great creation of Shylock, who was 
a villain caught in the toils of the villainy 
of society. He had to suffer for his villainy; 
but the point was that Shakespeare fully 
understood and fully sympathised with him. 
He had been made a villain by the ill. 
treatment that the Jews were subjected to at 
that time. There was not anybody else in 
the 16th century, in England or elsewhere, 
who could rise to the large sympathy which 
could embrace Jews in its seope.

Schools in needlework and dressmaking is 
afiorded by the exhibition of underwear, 


embroidery, sashes, handbags, jumpers, silk 
flowering and afternoon dresses. Millinery 
was represented by cut-out felt hoods, cover- 
ing shapes, blocking crowns and hand-made 
cloth hats. 

In the housewifery section there are 
striking examples of what can be done with 
a butter box, and visitors greatly admired

The attention of my Association has been 
drawn to the following statemetit made in 
the Senate by Senator O'Farrell, on the 
second reading of the Housing Bill, 1928 ;— 
‘Certain incidents have occurred recently 
which would go to show that proper value 
is not given by the master builders in this 
country. One glaring example of that was 
given in the case of a contractor for houses 
in Cork where a British firm got the contract 
at £11,000 less than the lowest Irish tender 
received, and about £30,000 or £40,000 less 
than the highest Irish tender received, While 
the British firm got the contract for the 
houses at this low tender. and ia giving at 
least as good materia! us that tendered for 
by the Irish master builders, they were able 
to pay their operatives a higher rate of pay 
than were the Irish master builders. The 
men employed by the British firm were work. 
ing. whilst the employés of the Irish builders 
wete walking the streets on strike against a 
cut in wages. I know a public utility society 
here that recently gave a contract for houses 
to the same firm, and thereby saved £565. per 
house as compared with what they would 
have to pay if they had given the contract 
to one of the Dublin contractors.” 

The jurisdiction of this Association is 
limited to the Dublin area; and we have, 
therefore, no knowledge of the figures given 
by the Senator in the Cork competition. The 
society mentioned by the Senator, we pre. 
sume, is the Dublin Commercial Public Utility 
Society, Limited. In this (case the 
firm obtaining the contract was the 
Housing Corporation of Great Britain 
Ltd., who did not submit estimates in re- 
sponse to the advertisement in the public 

ess with the other “builders tendering. 
After the estimates were opened Meésrs. 
H. and J. Martin, Ltd., aud Messrs. Murphy 
Bros., when asked, submitted reduced esti- 
mates for a cheaper type of construction, 
neither of which was accepted. At a later 
date (approximately five weeks) a tender was 
received from the Housing Corporation of 
Great Britain, Ltd. It is a breach of the 
accepted conditions of tendering adopted by 
all public bodies in the Saorstat to take in 
new estimates for work after the original 
tenders are opened. 

My Association also understands that, 
while our members only tendered for 50 
houses, an order has been placed for about 
120 more houses of a different type, for which 
no Dublin building firm was asked to tender. 
My Association only know of one instance 
when the Housing Curpettion of Great Bri- 
tain, Lid., tendered in open competition with 
Dublin master builders. This was for the 
housing scheme in Inchicore, the contracts 
for which were recently placed by the Dublin 
Corporation, when the lowest estimate was 
submitted by a Dublin firm at £193,796. The 
Housing Corporation of Great Britain's esti- 
mate was £238,286, which was higher than 
that submitted by any Irish ice, and 
£44,490, or £88 per house, higher than the 
lowest Dublin firm. 

In tendering in competition each contractor 
has to make a forecast of the price at which 
he is prepared to carry out the work. Some- 
times the lowest estimate is below the value 
of the work, and this very often is tiot 
found out till the work is nearing completion. 
It does not, therefore, follow that the firm 
submitting the higher price is not prepared 
to give proper value, 


THE ‘‘ SINGLING ” OF A 
WATERFORD LINE. 


OPPOSED BY TRADING 
INTERESTS. 


Under the presidency of the Mayor of 
Waterford, a conference of representatives of 
Waterford Corporation, the Harbour Board 
and the Chamber of-Commerce, met yester- 
day for the purpose of considering the action 
tu be taken on the proposal of the Great 
Southern Railway Company to remove the 
second line of rails between Waterford and 
Fiddown, and make this portion of railway a 
single line. 

The following resolution was passed :—- 
“That this conference, representative of the 
Corporation of Waterford, the Harbour Com. 
missioners and the Chamber of Commerce, 
having considered closely the effect of the 
proposal of the Great Southern Railway to 
remove the second line of rails between 
Waterford and Fiddown, are of opinion that 
such a proposal would be seriously to the 
detriment of the commercial and shipping 
interests of the city and port of Waterford, 
and recommend that urgent representations 
be made by the joint jes to the Board of 
Directors of the Great Southern Railway 
against such proposals.’’ 

It was further resolved that a deputation 
representative of the three bodies be ap- 
pointed to wait on the directors.

AGREEMENT REACHED. 


The dispute in regard to the financial 
relations between Longford wie ge Council 
and Longford Urban Council has been 
adjourned. The two Councils issued writs 
against each other over a year ago, each 
claiming that the other owed approximately 
£8,000. The Free State Department of Local 
Government and Public Health directed an 
inquiry to be held, and last January 4 sworn 
inquiry was held in Longford by the Depart- 
ment’s inspectors. 

The finding of the Minister on the report 
of this inquiry laiddown a basis of settlement, 
and the Minister advised that a Sub-Com-

At the last meeting of the Longford County 
Council the report of the Sub-Committee

BETTER SHOWS, BRUT 
SMALLER “GATES.”

ey Greer, O0.B.E., presided at the 90th 
annual general meeting of the Royal Horti- 
cultural and Arboricuitural Society of Ive- 
land, which was held at the offices, 5 
Molesworth street, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, 

In the annual report it was pointed out 
that the Shows held during the year were 
attractive, satisfactory, and highly successful. 
The Céuncil was unable to recommend the 
holding of a Winter Show (a matter to which 
it gave serious consideration) owing to the 
loss this particular Show has hitherto entailed. 
The Spring Show, for which the Earl of 
lveagh courteously placed the covered court, 
Earlsfort Terrace, at the Council’s disposal, 
gaye further evidence of the increasing popu- 
arity of Alpines, rock-gardening, and hardy 
plants hy the interest Tikva in them by 
visitors. Unfortanately, the gate receipts 
showed a slight falling off. In connection 
with the 1994 Spring Show the attention of 
exhibitors is directed to a new competition. 
An Old Trish Silver Cup, value ten guineas, 
has been presented by Senator the Right 
Hon. Andrew Jameson, to be awarded for 
the best exhibit in the classes for Alpines. 

FINANCIAL LOSS. 

The Council, the report continued, viewed 
with considerable anxiety the steadily de- 
creasing amount of money taken at the gates 
at the various Shows, and found difficulty 
in suggesting a reasonable. explanation or 
devising a remedy. While the Shows 
continued to improve, both in the 
number and quality of exhibits, 
the gate money continued to 
dwindle, and the financial losa on each Show 
increased. The Summer Show, held in con- 
junction with the Horse Show at Balls 
bridge, quite filled the spacious hall allotted 
for the Flowei Show by the Royal Dublin 
Bociety. It was very gratifying to all con 
erned, including. some thousands of visitors. 
during the three-days it was open, who av 
preciated the fine display made by the trade 
exhibtors and amateurs. The scheduled 
classes were usually well filled, and in extent 
and quality this Show was an advance on all 
similar previous Shows. 

For the coming vear an advance schedule 
for a Spring Show, to be held on April 17th 
and 18th, for which the Earl of Iveagh again 
has kindly given the use of the covered court, 
Karlsfort terrace, has been circulated amone 
probable exhjbitors. It is anticipated that 
the Summer Show will be repeated in associa. 
tion with the Horse Show on similar lines. 

THE FRUIT-GROWING INDUSTRY. 

Pending a reply to correspondence in con 
nection with an appeal for financial aid 
towards holding a Winter Show in the in- 
terests of the Irish fruit-growing industry, 
no definite decision has been made; but it 
will be the Council’s endeavour to promote a 
Fruit Show if suitable arrangements can be 
made. 

The report and statement of accounts were 
adopted unanimously, on the propositon of 
Lady Greer, seconded by Mrs. Jameson. 
Regarding the granting of large numbers >f 
tickets for free admission to the Society's 
Shows, Lady Greer said that on account of 
the large number of people at the Shows re 
cently, it was difficult to get. near the 
exhibits. She could not understand why the 
gate receipts should he dwindling. 

FEWER TICKETS. 

Sir Frederick Moore said that suggestions 
had been made to the Council that fewer 
tickets should be given for free admission to 
the Shows. 

Bishop Plunket proposed the amendment 
of. Rule 7, so that instead of six transferable 
tickets two transferable tickets be given for 
each Show. 

Mrs, Jameson seconded the proposition, 
which was passed unanimously.

Galway Hospital and Dispensaries’ Com- 
mittee, at a meeting on Saturday, unanim.

to the hospital.

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HOTEL WINDOW FALLS OUT

NOVEL DUNDALK CASE, 


In the Dundalk Civil Bill Court a novel 
case was heard, in which Michael Melia and 
Thomas Tinley sued the proprietors of the 
Queen's Arms Hotel for £10 each for damages 
for personal injuries. 

The plaintiifs claimed that while they were 
standing on the Market square on a recent 
market day the top window in the five-storey 
hotel fell out and hit them in the fall. Melia’s 
arm was injured and Tinley was struck on 
the hand, Both claimed that, owing to the 
injuries, they had been ill for some time 
afterwards, and Melia stated that he had lost 
employment with a farmer by whom he had 
been engaged. 

For the defence it was urged that the 
window had been opened in the ordinary way 
for the admission of fresh air into the hed- 
room, that the window was in perfect order, 
and that the accident—which was the first of 
the sort that had ever occurred in the hotel— 
could not have been foreseen They con- 
tended that there was no negligence on the 
part of the owners. who could not have pre- 
vented the accident. 

Dr. O’Brien said that neither man was in- 
iured severely, but both were lucky. as if 
the window sash had struck either of them 
on the head his skull! would have been 
smashed. £ 

District Jnstice Golf said that the case was

At the first annual meeting of the Free 
State Agricultural Credit Corporation, 
which was held in the offices of the Cor- 
peration, 2 Merrion square, Dublin, yester- 
day, Mr. J. P. Colbert (Chairman), who 
presided, foreshaduwed the issue of 
certificates of charge early in the new 
year, with the consent of the Free State 
Minister for Finance. 

The certificates will rank as a trustee 
investment, and will have a double 
security--a full Government guarantee 
and an .independent backing of land 
mortgages. 


FACTS 


AND FIGURES. 


-— - 


£191,000 IN LOANS. 


Mr. Colvert, in moving the adoption of the 
report and statement of aceounts, sai that 
the loans stood in the belance-sheet at 
£126,000; but that figure could not be taken 
as a measure of the vate of their progress 
during the full period covered by the accounts. 
Progress month by month was indicated by 
the following figures since the coming into 
force of the Agricultural Credit Act of 1928 :—

He regarded it as satisfactory) that” they 
were able to show ljoans issued at £191,000, 
considering that they had to create a new 
organisation and staff, and that their work 
was held up for four months. 

The Corporation, he pointed out, had to 
puy a dividend of five per cent. whéther it 
earned it or not, and had to borrow tor that 
yurpose from the Free State Minister of 
Pisses, if profits were not available. There 
was no question of paying dividends out of 
capital, either directiy or indirectly. 

Preliminary expenses of the Curporation 
amounted to £5,612, but £5,050 of ths was 
accounted for by stamp duty on capital and 
fees, and deed stamp paid over to the 
Government. All other expenses of fictation 
amounted to £762, which they would realise 
was an exceptionally small cost tor the 
flotation of an enterprise of this nature. 


RIGID ECONOMY. 

The same rigid economy had been exercised 
by the Board in administration expenses. The 
total expenses up to October Slsc last 
amounted to £6,649. Up to that date appli- 
cations for loans, totalling approximately 
£1,410,000 had been investigated or were in 
process of investigation. 

The gross earnings for the period eovered 
by the accounts amounted to £5,606. The 
cemands for loans exceeded expectations; but 
owing to the early difficulties, the directors 
were unable to issue loans in quantity before 
August, During those early months money 
market rates were not favourable to lenders. 
The earnings of the Corporation for the whole 
period represented a return on available 
capital at the rate of £4 7s. 8d. per cent., 
per annum. 

In order to afford an idea of their business, 
out of £191,000 of loans issued up to Monday, 
December 17th last, £178,000, or ninety-three 
per cent., was covered by legal first mort- 
gages on land. Land mortgage formed the 
only practicable security for most of their 
loans, owing to the fact that they were 
lending almost exclusively for terms of years. 
It happened that the requirements of the 
Corperation in this matter of security coip- 
cided with the wishes of the borrowers. The 
directors found that there was a general 
reluctance to give personal security. The vast 
majority of farmers preferred to mortgage 
their holdings, even fo uite small sums, 
rather than ask their neighbours to guarantee 
them. In point of fact, the Corporation was 
the first body in Ireland which had attempted 
‘to traffic in so large a proportion ín legal! 
mortgages on agricultural hold ngs. 


THE CORPORATION'S TASK. 

The task of the Corporation would be to 
encourage the development of a system under 
which the farm of land would be an asset 
which could easily and cheaply be pledged 
as security for a loan, and which cuuld readily 
be realised if the loan were not repaid—a 
system, in short, under which the farm 
mortgage would be universally recognised as 
a sound medium of investment. 

Fortunately, the technical difficulties of 
dealing with land were not very formidable 
in Ireland. Still the farmers could greatly 
assist if they would realise that clear title 
was in itself a valuable asset for themselves 
and their successors. The fact that ninety- 
three per cent. of the business done by the 
Corporation so far was on the basis of first 
mortgages showed that the system was quite 
feasible on the legal side. In taking out a 
land morigage the Corporation had to Idok to 
the possibility. of getting it accepted later on 
by two trustees as a basis for its own borrow: 
ings. Consequently it had to see that the 
borrower showed clear title and that the 
mortgage was properly executed. 

It was not surprising that the directors had 
found in the beginning a widespread laxity 
in the matter #f title. Although the Local 
Registration of Title Act of 1891 provided a 
sp machinery for proying clear title to 
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land, the majority of tenant purchasers were 
content to have themselves registered under 
that Act as owners subject to equities, which 
meant that they could not show clear title to 
their holdings until they proved either that 
there were no equttgble claimants or that 
such claims had been discharged. 


THE FIRST BIG PROBLEM. 

The question of equities was the Corpore- 
lions frst big probiem. It was partially 
solved by the Agricultural Credit Act of luais. 
which enabled the Corporation to registe) 
prior charges, not exceeding £400, without re 
quiring the disgharge of eguities. There re 
mained the cases of loans exceeding £400 ano 
of unregistered land. The giving of a first 
pp was @ matter of simple routine for 
a very large percentage of borrowers Lor 
rowers should realise that the Corporation 
was anxious to facilitate them in every pus- 
sible way, subject to the provisions of the 
Act, and they had been able to reduce the 
incidental costs of borrowing to a very 
reasonable scale, indeed. Also he would jee 
mind the borrowers that the setting of a title 
in order was something that was done once 
for all, and that there would be no further 
trouble over the question of security during 
the further period of the loan. 


A TRUSTEE INVESTMENT. 


"“ Kariy in the new year,” the Chairman 
continued, “ it is possible that the Corporation 
will proceed to raise loan capital by an issue 
of certificates of charge, with the consent of 
the Minister for Finance. If the issue is 
decided upon, the certificates of charge will 
probably be offered to the public at home, 
and it will be useful if I described now the 
nature of the security which the Corporation 
will be in a position to offer to the public. 

“In the first place, 1 must emphasise that 
the accounts of the Corporation covering the 
first short period of working affords very 
little guidance as to the results expected in 
the future. The Corporation is intended to 
be sun as a self-supporting institution; able 
to pay its way and build up reserves, and the 
Hoard have laid their plans on that basis. 
But 1 want to stress the fact that the security 
behind our certificates of charge will not at 
all depend on the profits to be earned by the 
Corporation, Our certificates of charge will 
rank as a Trustee investment, and will have 
a double security; first. a full Government 
guarantee; an , secondly, an independent 
backing of land mortgages. 


FREE STATE’S CREDIT. 

“The investor will have the fall credit of 
the State to rely on, and, in addition, an 
adequate charge on land, the oldest and most 
durable’ security in the world. To give an 
idea as to'what this means to the investor I 
may point out that, according to recent quota- 
tions, the credit of the Irish Free State in 
the New York foreign bond market ranks 
second to none, with the exception of Cuba 
and Canada. It is interesting to note also 
that between 40 per cent. and 50 per cent. 
of the total funds of the American life assur- 
ance companies have been invested in farm 
mortgages.

CREDIT FOR FREE /BELFASTTRAMWAYS 


EFFECT OF THE 'BUS

Since 
the establishment of the Free State 
we have been insisting, in season and’ out 
of season, that the’ only \ remedy for 
her economic ills is the intelligent 
development: of the British market. All 
the rest is. window-dressing, which, 
from the economic point of view, is mere 
folly, “We have no sympathy with those 
who pretend that the Irish Free State is 
completely independent of Great Britain, 
and that, therefore, the policy, of the 
Government ought ‘to be directed towards 
rapprochements with every other Govern- 
ment in Europe except~the British 
Government. Membership’ ofthe League 
of Nations, and all that it implies, may 
gratify nationa] pride; but what the Free 
State needs at present is better trade, and 
that need can be supplied only in one 
way. 

The people of the Free State cannot 
expect British consumers to buy their 
produce unless they are prepared to buy 
British goods in return. We have received 
a copy of a poster which has been affixed 
by the Empire’ Marketing Board in the 
factory of a well-known British firm. This 
poster announces that the firm in question 
has secured a Free State contract. “How 
can you help to secure further contracts 
from the Irish Free State?” it asks the 
workers in the factory. “ By buying, and 
by getting your wife to buy, the produce 
the Irish Free State is sending us. Buy 
Irish Free State butter, bacon and eggs.” 
No better form of advertisement could be 
imagined.

“This is the season when prophecy is 
busy. The roadside hawkers thrust 
‘almanacs before the eyes of hesitating 
purchasers. Fluttered leaves disclose 
cabalistic designs. Under the signs of 
the zodiac continents are troubled. 
Liners are seen in the act of sinking ; 
teeming armies open fire on one another ; 
earthquake and eruption tax the artist's 
horrific skill. Every new year is heralded 
with these petty apocalypses, and every 
year finds its multitudes who relish the 
tales of coming woe. The prophets, like 
the fat boy in “ Pickwick,’’ want to make 
our flesh creep, and we, it seems, in large 
numbers relish the sensation. When wil) 
these commercial muses sing a _loftier 
strain? When will their pages tell of a 
turn for the better in sublunary affairs? 
Were ths almanacs to erase their intended 
“clouds over Russia,’’ “revolutionary 
mutterings in Central Europe,” and 
“more trouble in Ireland "—were they to 
substitute such auguries as a drastic 
reduction of unemployment, a return tothe 
penny post, general disarmament and the 
obliteration of the border between the 
Irish Free State and Northern Ireland— 
they would have an air of utter novelty ; 
but would they be bought? Men are slow 
to credit those who tell them that the 
world is improving. Sad experience in- 
clines them to discredit the story that, a 
year hence, the income tax collector will 
have run out of red-printed final warnings, 
It is not Irishmen alone, but all races. 
who can be described, in the late Mr. 
Kevin O’Higgins’s phrase, as “ pessi- 
mistic agnostics'’"—those who know not 
what is going to happen, but are sure 
that it will be something for the worse. 
This popular bias towards gloomy 
expectation may be good for the prophets. 
It would be good for all if it were slightly 
more consistent and if their conduct were 
the more prudent in consequence.

The “interpretative resolution of 
Senator Moses will accompany the Pact 
to the Senate, but “without recommenda- 
tion.” Senator Moses s resolution, which 
is supported by Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
explains; 

1—That the Treaty imposes no obligation on 
the United States to resort to coercive or 
punitive measures against any offending 
nation, 

2—That the Treaty does not impose any 
limitations upon the Monroe Doctrine, orathe 
traditional policies of the United States. 

5—'lhat the Treaty does not impair the 
richt of the United States to defend its 
territory, possession, trade, or interests. 

4—That the Treaty does not “ obligate ”’ 
the United States to the conditions of any 
Treaty to which the United States is not 
a party. 

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S BELIEF.

SHOP ASSISTANT'’S

A London shop assistant was seriously 
injured last night in a grim struggle with 
motor ‘bandits on the footboard of a fast: 
moving car, in which men were escaping 
after a daring “ smash and grab ”' raid on 
a jeweller’s shop in the Harrow road, 
London, N.W. 

When a brick came. hurtling through 
the shop window, Mr. Edmund Williams 
ran out and jumped on the running board 
of the car, which was fast gaining speed.

The thieves managed to take away a 
large quantity of jewellery, valued at 
hundreds of pounds.

The trouble in Afghanistan, however, 
has suddenly developed into one of those 
dramatic situations which one may “hope 
will pass without grave consequences, but 
which contain serious possibilities. The 
crux of the matter has been the recent 
failure of the Afghan regulars. 


UNPOPULAR REFORMS. 

‘The Afghan Government mairtains a 
standing army of 35,000 men, but King 
Amanullak’s enthusiasm as a statesman 
has been always chiefly along the paths of 
economic and social reform, and progress 
in them always has been according to the 
balance between his zeal and the re- 
luetance of a people steeped in the con- 
servative influence of Islam. Much money, 
therefore, has been devoted to the expan- 
sion of education, to the provision of 
hospitals and mediral services, to road- 
making, and to other amenities of ciVilisa- 
tion ; but the military budget meanwhile 
has been so diminished that his troops 
have long and notoriously been in arrears 
of pay. 


CROP OF RUMOURS. 

Precisely how matters stand at the 
moment is impossible to say. The tele- 
graph lines between Peshawar and Kabul 
have been interrupted since last Saturday. 
This, in the circumstances, is expected, 
but the telegraph office in Kabul is stil] 
working. The telegrams which are coming 
through, via Kandahar and Quetta, how- 
ever, take two days to get through, and 
genuine news, as distinct from every 
variety of rumour, is meagre and un- 
certain. 

There has been fighting on the road 
near Kabul, where the, people of Tagao, 
which ‘lies close to the capital, on the 
north-east, have appeared in revolt.

“ATTEMPT TO INTRODUCE 
WESTERN IDEAS.,”’ 


Sir Michael O’Dwyer, formerly Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Punjab, speaking 
to a Press representative last night of the 
situation in Afghanistan, said:—‘‘ It is 
serious, and, of course, very hazardous 
for Europeans in Kabul. There are 
those in Afghanistan who think that 
Amanullah, the Ameer, has no right to 
the Throne. It may be that those who 
have the most power are now deserting 
him. It looks so. 

RELIGIOUS FEARS. 

“IT have little doubt that a cause of the 
rising is the attempt of the Ameer to in- 
troduce Western ideas and methods. I 
do not think he should have done so. It 
looks as though the people there may be 
in fear that their religion will be inter- 
fered with.’’ 

‘‘ If this is a general uprising, hostility 
might be directed against all Western 
people in Kabul. There is always danger 
when these people are stirred up. — But 
these Mahomedans may not forget the 
freedom under British rule in that part 
of the world, and that may have its 
efiect.”’ 

DISTINGUISHED IRISHMAN. 

Sir Michael Francis O'Dwyer, G.C.LE., 
K.C.8.L, is the son of John O’Dwyer, of 
Barronstown, County Tipperary. He was 
educated at St. Stanislaus Col a Tulla- 
more, and Balliol College, Oxford, and 
entered the Indian Civil Service in 1885, 
filling, in succession, a number of im- 
portant executive positions, until he was 
appointed Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Punjab, a position which he occupied

Thus, to-night, M. Berthelot, the 
Secretary-General for Foreign Affairs, 
acting under the instructions of M. 
Briand, telephoned by wireless to M. 
Clinchant, the French Ambassador in 
Buenos Aires. 

M. Berthelot was able in this way to 
have a verv useful conversation with the 
Ambassader. He asked about the whole 
state of affairs, and communicated to the 
Ambassador M. Briand’s final instruc- 
Lions, 


DAY OF MANY INTERVIEWS. 

M. Briand, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, was jeined at lunch to-day by Sir 
Eric Drummond, the Secretarv-General of 
the League of Nations; Senor Quinones 
ce Leon, the Spanish Ambassador; and 
Mr. Sugimura, the Assistant Secretary- 
General of the League. 

M. Briand discussed with his guests the 
dispute between Bolivia and Paracuay. 

This afternoon M. Briand acted the 
réle of principal peacemaker. First he 
received Senor Simon J. Patino, the 
Bolivian Minister, and two of his staff, to 
whom he handed a copy of a telegram 
he had received from Asuncion, the 
Paraguayan capital, confirming the pacific 
assurances already given by that country. 
_M. Briand conferred afterwards with 
Senor R. V. Caballero, the Paraguayan 
Chargé d'Affaires, to whom he showed 
the telegram, at which Senor Caballero 
expressed gratitude for the intervention 
of the Council of the League of Nations.

T can only tell your lordships, he added, 
that without nefarious designs I tried to 
“azoomph”’ a friend of mine last night, 
with complete success—{laughter)— because, 
although no goods passed, it was some 
time after the conversation had closed 
before my friend realised that in fact a 
deception had been practised. 

fLerd Gorell also explained that a 
“deuce phunt” meant £2, and ‘* Uncle 
Pen ” £10. The “hammerer”’ was the 
mock auctioneer. The. “ricks” and 
“gees ” moving among the crowd, both by 
means of these terms which conveyed 
nothing to the ordinary man, and by a 
variety of codes and signs, were enabled 
to keep the “hammerer” in complete 
touch with the people, from whom he in- 
tended to extract money. The ‘‘hammerer”’ 
made a capital levy on everybody who was 
induced to go into the shop. Nobody was 
allowed to go out until he had parted, not 
merely ‘with a few shillings, but with 
every single penny he possessed. In no 
case did the buyer get a bargain. The 
“hammerer’’ was expected to get at least 
half ‘‘ bunce’’ on every single article he 


sold, 
THE VICTIMS. 

Lord Gorell added that the victims were 
drawn from all kinds of people, and more 
particularly from holiday-makers at places 
like Blackpool. He also described the 
“rigged sale,” where the gangs take a 
country house, furnish it from top to 
bottom with a variety of articles, together 
with a few good pieces of furniture ; allow 
them to remain for a short time, and then 
advertise broadcast that the contents of 
the house are for sale. The good pieces, 
he said, were “knocked down ” to the 
‘“ricks,”’ and the sale was then carried 
out by every means known to these adepts 
in the art. The bill, he concluded, was 
necessary, because the present law was 
inadequate to deal with the evil. 

Lord Desborough congratulated Lord 
Gorell on enriching the vocabulary of the 
House by his great and, he might almost 
say, alarming piece of research into East 
End terms. (Laughter.) While the 
Government did not oppose the second 
reading, they considered this a «far- 
reaching measure, which would have to be 
very carefully considered. 

Lord Danesfort informed the House 
that he had attended these auctions, but, 
jortunately, he said, T was not induced by 
their language or their methods to invest 
mv money in the objects that were offered. 

The Lord Chancellor said that the 
people who carried on mock auctions were 
as disreputable as their language appeared 
to be obs¢ure. One of the difficulties in 
the way of prosecuting these people was 
that the man who had gone to Blackpool, 
and had been “ gazoomphed,’’ was not 
anxious to advertise his gullibility and 
give evidence in court. He viewed the bill 
with some little apprehension. It did not 
really hit the fraud at which it was aimed, 
It merely created fresh criminal offences, 
either in cases in which the criminal law 
would already cover the offence, or in 
cases where it ought not to cover the 
offence. 

The bill was read a second time, and on 
the Lord Chancellor’s suggestion it was 
referred to a Select Committee.

DEATH IN AN X-RAY 
ROOM.

REMARKABLE ACCIDENT. 

A verdict of “ accidental death ” was re- 
turned at the inquest at Hull yesterday on 
Doris Laverack, the eight years old daughter 
of a widow, who was killed while under- 
going an X-ray examination at the Royal 
Infirmary on Friday night last. 

Mrs. Laverack stated that she took her 
daughter to the infirmary. with a fractured 
arm, and they were sent into the X-ray 
room for an examination, .A doctor and a 
nurse. were present, and the witness stood 
near “the. able upon which the child was 
placed and held her hand. Ah examination 
was madé, and a second one was about to 
proceed when the nurse went to another part 
of the room. Immediately afterwards there 
was <a flash, which seemed to ‘come from 
her daughter’s head and to travel in a down: 
ward direction, 

Mrs. Laverack said that she 
off her feet, and very frightened. She left 
the room, and, looking back, saw her 
daughter lying on the and the nurse 
close. beside her. Later she was told that 
her daughter was dead. No warning had 
been given her of any danger. 

Irene Elizabeth Forward, the nurse, said 
that she had no knowledge of the work, and 
she was not aware that wires and switches 
carried danger with them. She thought that 
she was simply foing in to view ‘the case, 
as nurses often did. 

RADIOLOGIST’S EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Bannen, radiologist, said it . was 
clear that the nurse went to the dangefous 
side of the table when she crossed over te 
another part of the room, She did that 
while the \high-tension circuit was in opera- 
tion, ayd placed herself unwittingly “in ‘an 
ideal position, even if she ‘did not touch 
the wires but only went near them, to form 
a complete electric circuit which would be 
sufficient to electrocute. the child. 

The Coroner, summing up, said that he 
was of the opinion that the danger zone 
beyond the florascent screen was encroached 
upon by the unfortunate position of the 
nurse. By the word “ encroach ” he did not 
imply any culpability on the part of the 
nurse,» There was no question of that. They 
must gdmire the candour. with. which she 
had given her evidence. The queestion of 
inexperienced. nurses going into an. X-ray 
room was one which might very: properly be 
considered by the hospital authorities for the 
future. No blame was attached to anyone.

POLICE OFFICER'S EVIDENCE. 

The hearing of the charges of bribing al 
ex-police officer, in which sensational allega 
tions regarding London,night clubs have been 
made, was resumed at Bow street Police 
Court, .London, yesterday. 

Ex-Station Sergeant George Goddard (49), 
who was recently dismissed from the Metrv- 
olitan Police Force, is charged under the 
Prevention of Corruption Act, 1906, with ac 
cepting a sum of £60 as an inducement to 
show favour or to forbear to show disfavour 
to Luigi Achille Ribuffi. | 

Mrs. Kate Evelyn Meyrick (52), who is 
stated to have been associated with a club at 
43 Gerrard street, Soho, is charged with 
unlawfully aud corruptly giving £40 to 
Goddard. : 

Luigi Achille Ribuffi (48), an Italian, de- 
scribed as a restaurant manager, of Home 
Park rdéad, Wimbledon, is charged with 
having unlawfully and corruptly given £190 
to Goddard. 

It is alleged by the prosecution that Mr“, 
Meyrick and Ribuffi gave sums of money lo 
Goddard to “ keep him sweet.” 7 

It was stated at a previous hearing that 
Scotland Yard investigations led to the 
recovery of £12,471 10s. in notes from sale 
deposits rented by Goddard, and that some 
of the notes were traced to Mrs. Meyrick 
and Ribnffi, 

SUPERINTENDENT'S EVIDENCE. 

Superintendent Charles Morton, now of 
“YY” Division, formerly Chief Inspector ol 
“CG” Division, who was giving evidence 
when the Court adjourned last week, re 
entered tile witness-box. In reply to My. 
Clarke, he said that he knew the Comfort 
able Restaurant in Greek street, Soho. 
Following a camplaint in July, 1918, Sergeant 
Goddard kept special observation and pre 
sented a seven-page report. 

Mr. Clarke—Now, with regard to October, 
1923, de you produce an anonymous letter. 
undated, which was sttbmitted to Sergeant 
Goddard, It comes from Paris, I think 
The envelope is marked Paris. 

Superintendent Morton identified the letter, 
and said that on it a report was received 
from Goddard. The report stated: ‘* During 
our observations nothing of moment has 
transpired to which exception could be taken. 
It was seen on the visits made by our 
friends that either the waiter of waitress 
went to the publichouse opposite and there 
purchased the drinks. There is not a tittle 
of evidence that illega: sales of liquor are 
taking place therein.” 

Superintendent Morton then produced a 
letter signed ‘‘L. Mbller,’’ which, referring to 
a restuurant in King street, said that it was 
a disorderly house, and added, They do 
not. serve two boiled eggs a day. It contains 
sixteen bedrooms open day and night.” The 
letter declared that the place “ was well pro 
tec by the police,’ and continued 
‘Goddard and another officer frequent it 
very often for dinner, get their wages, and 
often send home valuable presents "' 

SERGEANT GODDARD'S REPORTS. 

Goddard, in his report on the letter said— 
“I beg to state I have never crossed the 
threshold of this establishment. My house 
is open for inspection as to the valuable pre 
sents [ am supp sed to have ieceived. e 
suggestion I draw wages is piffle, and the 
individual making such statements, who is 
writing under an assumed name, must he 
suffering from hallucinations, or Is a con 
firmed liar.” 

Mr, Freke Palmer then cross-examined the 
Superintendent with regard to disorderly 
houses and clubs, and asked whether it was 
not the duty of all constables on the beat to 
report anything they thought to be irre- 
sala 

“Yes,” replied Superintendent Morton. 

Mr. Palmer—So that a person keeping an 
irregular house oí club would be subject not 
only to the reports of those special observa 
tions, but also to the reports of the con 
stables who are patroling’ Yes. 

Now, Sergeant Goddard having been on 
the duty of observing these houses for some 
time would be well known to the proprietors, 
would he not?

SYDNEY, December 18. 

England achieved a great batting triumph 
to-day in the second Test Match, and at the 
finish of an interesting and keen day's cricket 
Australia, with one wicket down in their 
second innings were 344 runs behind, with 
everything pointing to a second success for 
the tourists. 

In scoring 636 the Englishmen set up a new 
Test record, the previous highest innings 
total being Australia’s 600 made against A. 
K. R. Gilligadn’s team at Melbourne in 1925. 

Hammond, although failing rather un: 
luckily, through playing on to his wicket to 
beat R. E. Foster's Test record of 287, again 
batted superbly, making most of his runs on 
the off side, where he found holes in the ring 
of the fieldsmen through which to place the 
hall at terrific speed. The great feature of 
his wonderful dhenlay was the manner in 
which he kept the ball down. He scarcely 
ever lifted it in making a scoring stroke. 

Another outstanding point in the day's play 
was the manner in which the “ tailenders ' 
rose to the occasion, Larwood, Geary, Duck- 
worth and White displaying form which was 
something of a revelation to the Australians, 
who since the team’s arrival had been com- 
menting on its long tail. It is probable that 
Ryder rang the changes on his limited and 
moderate attack to the best of its ability, 
but he scarcely placed the field with the 
vsual astuteness of former Australian captains. 

At their second attempt Australia faced the 
magnificent bowling of Tate, Geary and Lar- 
wood. Woodfull was rather fortunate to keep 
his wicket up. as he was twice completely 
heaten and had a very lucky escape when a 
ball just bounced on to the bails without 
removing them. 

Australia is considered to be in an almost 
hopeless position, and there is a feeling of 
depression in cricket circles here at the ouvt- 
look. The attendance figures to-day were 
17.388 and the takings £1,604. 
TREMENDOUS HITTING BY HAMMOND. 

The weather was brilliantly fine and 
Jeasantly cool when Hammond (201) and 
arwood (37) proceeded with England's 
innings on a fast wicket, to the howling of 
Hendry and Grimmett. They began briskly. 
but in the fourth over, after each had added 
half a dozen runs, Larwood, in trving to 
place a delivery from Grimmett to leg. 
cocked the ball up and was easily caught by 
Ryder for a skilful and restrained 43, com- 
piled in just under an hour and a half. 
Among his hits were half a dozen fours. 
Geary was next in, and the 450 was regis- 
tered in seven hours and forty-nine minutes. 
Ironmonger displaced Hendry. The new- 
comer began quickly; but Hammond, afta: 
eclipsing W. L. Murdoch's 211, the second 
highest individual score in the Test series 
between England and Australia, made at Ken 
nington Oval in 1884, proceeded to score in 
glorious style. He made several splendid 
strokes on the off-side, the ball travelling to 
the railings at a tremendous pace. The 
Gloucester man, however, was tronbled at 
times by lronmonger, who was making the 
ball turn and nip quickly. 

Blackie bowled for Grimmett at 481, and 
six runs later Hammond completed his 250. 
With the score at 496 the Gloucester plaver's 
great innings came to an end for 251. Ivon- 
monger sent down a well-pitched up delivery. 
and Hammond, stepping back to it, plaved 
the ball on to his wicket. His batting was 
magnificent in every respect, even if rather 
slow, and his hits included thirty fours. Be

SAN DWE NOT TO BE HANGED. 

San Dwe, the 22-year-old Burmese ele- 
phant trainer, formerly employed at the 
London ‘* Zoo,’’ who is under sentence of 
death for the murder of Saved Ali, a Mohom- 
medan elephant trainer, and who was also 
employed at the ‘‘ Zoo,"’ has been reprieved. 

Mr. F. Freke Palmer, who defended him, 
has received the following letter from the 
Home Office :— 

‘In reply to the petition transmitted by 
you on behalf of San Dwe, who is lying 
under sentence of death at Pentonville, T am 
directed to acquaint you that the Secretary 
of State has felt warranted under all the 
cireumstances in advising His Majesty to 
respite the capital sentence, with a view to 
its commutation to penal servitude for life.” 

Sayed Ali was found murdered on August 
24th in the flat above the Tapir House at 
the ' Zoo,’’ which he shared with San Dwe. 

Ali was known to thousands of visitors. 
and had an almost uncanny control over 
elephants. He had taught his charges man) 
tricks, which delighted children, and it was 
suggested at the trial of San Dwe that it wae 
because Ali was so popular that the Burmese 
had murdered him m a fit of jealousy. 

San Dwe first came to England as the 
mahout of Pa Wa, the satred Burmese 


_white elephant. and comment wae caused. by 


the fact that on the night that the murder 
was committed Pa Wa was found dead in its 
stall in Burma,

VERDICT SET ASIDE. 

John Costello applied in person for leave io 
appeal against his enoviction on the charge 
of breaking into and stealing property from 
the premises of Messrs. Vernon, in Grafton 
street, Dublin, and his entence of 18 montis 
imprisonment, with hard labour... Giving a 
full account of the cireumstances under 
which he was arrested, and the nature of the 
evidence given against him at the trial, he 
stated that there had been no identification 
parade, and that oue particular witness had 
given false evidence against him. 

Mr. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), for the Attorney-General, sub. 
mitted that the grounds of appeal were not 
sustainable. He admitted, however, that il 
what was stated with regard to the evidence 
of the witness referred to was correct, there 
would he no case against the accused man, 

The Court granted the application, and set 
the verdict aside on the grounds of the 
unsatisfactory identification mentioned. 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that it seemed to them that this was a case 
in which an identification parade was abso 


lutely essential, and in the absence of satisfac- 
tory identification the verdict could not in 
their opinion be sustained. 

The verdict in the case was accordingly 
set aside.

GREAT GRANDMOTHER’S

APPLICANT'S CASE. 

Opening the case, Mr. Dockrell referred 
to his lordship’s order of the 24th July, 
which (inter alia) perpetually restrained the 
defendants, their workmen and agents from 
discharging or allowing to escape from their 
lands any noxious effluent or foreign matte! 
into the river passing through the plaintifi’s 
mill. Tests, said counsel, had been carried 
out, and he would open affidavits trom two 
well-known ‘scientific gentlemen, showing that 
the river in question was being polluted 
as badly, if not worse, than before. There 
was, he said, no affidavit on the file on be- 
half of the defendant company contradicting 
that evidence. The defendant company 
denied polluting the river, and said they had 
spent a lot of money trying to remedy defects, 
they kept shilly-shallving. ‘* These people,” 
proceeded counsel, ' are a big Belgian Sugar 
Trust. Not only have they plenty of foreign 
and Tish money behind them, but they have 
£700 .00 of taxpayers’ money voted to them 
by tae Dail. Those are the people we are 
fighting, and unless my client gets protection 
he will have to go ont of business. We 
cannot keep litigating for years. Thev have 
® long purse and plenty of money, but we 
have got very jittle.”’ 

What was the defence on 
asked counsel. The defendant company, he 
said, had put in affidavits, and said that 
they had spent £6,000 in trying to put things 
right since the order was made. If they 
spent £60,000 it would be of no use to the 
plaintiff. The defendant company had done 
nothing in effect to stop the pollvt'on of the 
river in question. They hed placed afhdavits 
on the file in which they referred to the 
extent of their commitments, and the effect 
which the shutting up of their factory would 
have. Counsel submitted that the Court was 
not converned with that, but with its order 
which had been disobeyed. The attempts 
made by the defendant company to check or 
stop this pollution had heen futile. 

“I protest,” said counsel, “against the 
way we have been met m this case by the 
defendant company. One would have thought 
that a trust of this size would have come 
forward. admitted that they had polluted the 
river, and said: ‘We will compensate your 
client.. My client is forced to come into 
your lordship’s Court.”’ 

SCIENTIFIC EVIDENCE. 

Scientific in support of 


the affidavits’? 


evidence in the 
motion was embodied in two affidavits. The 
plaintiff, in the course of an affidayit, stated 
that he had mills in Carlow town on the 


right-hand bank of the river Barrow, about 
14 miles below the sugar factory. He used 
the water of the river for working his 
turbines to provide power for his mills and 
for washing his wheat. As far as he could 
judge from the condition of the river, the 
pollution of the river this year was werse 
than it wos at the corresponding 
period of last year. and was increasing 
vavidiy. He was already suffering con- 
siderable damage and anticipated that ie 
damage would ranidly hecome worse, Their 


, had been a marked falling off in power of 


the turbines. This decrease in wer was 
progressive, The water had a bad smell, so 
that he had been forced to give up washing 
his wheat solely with river water, and had 
to give it a final rinsing in water taken from 
the town supply, for which he had to 

This involved him in an extra cost of about 
15s. daily, The river, the affidavit further 
stated was at present high and the pollution 
diluted, and he was afraid that when the 
river fell he might be forced to use nothing 
but the town water for washing his wheat, 
which would involve an expenditure of about 
£2 10s. daily. 

Theodore Hayek, technieal manager of the 
defendant company, in the course of an 
affidavit, said that immediately after the 
order made in the action he proceeded to 
Belgium on his direetors’ instructions and 
conferred with an eminent expert in biology 
and clarification of sugar beet and other 
factory effluents. He accompanied this 
gentleman to Essen (Germany), Eventually 
it was decided that a new plant should be 
manufactured and supplied by a prominent 
firm in Essen which, when erected, would 
enable the washing waiter from the beet 
washers and the water from the diffusion 
mixed with lime from the filter presses to be 
treated separately. Both he and the Belgian 
expert felt confident that the result of the 
installation of the new plant would he to 
eliminate the possibility of any pollution of 
the river. When the campaign opened on 
the 20th of October the entire new plant was 
in working order and was completely satis- 
factory. No complaints were received from 
the plaintiff or anyone else until the service 
of the present notice of motion. If there had 
been any pollution, it might be due to matter 
which was deposited during the last cam- 
paign prior to the order. 

In the course of an affidavit by Colonel 
Gibbon, John McCann and P. J. Egan, it 
was stated that short of closing down the 
factory, every step possible had been taken 
to obey the Court’s order. Having regard 
to the great loss that would acerue to 
farmers and others from the closing of the 
factory, they would not have been justified 
in taking that course until they had made 
every eftort to prevent pollution. _ 

The company’s secretary, Mr. Wright, had 
no control or authority in connection with 
the operations at the tactory. 

Mr. Dockrell—Why did not the company, 
who have all this money and all these com- 
mitments compensate my unfortunate client 
as a practical proposition. Why should they 
intertere with this man’s rights’ He came 
here and got an order declaring his rights. 
Now, they are interfering with him, and they 
want to trample upon him, He cannot be 
issuing writs every week. £700,000 of tax- 
ayers money was voted to these people, 
[hey were not given that money to start and 
destroy the rights of everyone on the Barrow. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—They spent £6,000 
making an eftort to put things rignt. 

Counsel suggested that the detendant com- 
pany be put on terms, and that the motion 
be allowed to stand until the second day of 
next sittings, on condition that the matter 
be rveterred to the Chief Clerk to asess the 
damages whieh had been puffered by the 
plaintiff up till the present. 

Mr. Jellett, for the defendant company, 
emphasised the fact that nobody who had 
sworn an affidavit had stated the all-essential 
fact that the alleged pollution had interfered 
with the, working of the mill. His lordship’s 
previous order contained the phiase: ‘So as 
to impair the working of the mill,” and the 
all-important question was whether the 
defendant company had _ tranagressed the 
terms of that order. Had it been clearly 
proved beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
the defendant company had done anything 
whatever to interfere with the working of the 
plaintiff's mill? The Court was asked for one 
of the most drastic remedies that any Court 
ould apply to an individual or corporation, 
and, accordingly, it must be proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that the previous order 
had been disobeyed; else there was no founda 
tion for the application at all. 

Proceeding, counsel said that he 
entitled, in opposing an application of that 
analyse the evidence given .n 
support OR for the purpose ol seeing 
whether there was any evidence that could 
convince the Court that its order had been 
disobeyed, and not only disobeyed, but “con 
tumaciously disregarded.”” It had not been 
shown that the working of the mill had been 
interfered with as a result of anything done 
by the defendant company. On the ccentiic 
eviiience, the alleged pollution was said to be 
brought about by a cause not relied on before 
There was no attempt in the different analyses 
to show the Court in any intelligible way 
whether there was any, end if go, how much, 
nitrogen in the water, and if there were, 
i that percentage would in any way 
cause interference with the working of the 
mill.

with the fullest respect. As there had 
been no 8 =—aatlempt to Hout the order 
he would not make an order either for 
contempt or sequestration. He would mulct 
the defendants in the costs of the applica- 
tion, being of opinion that there had been 
acts done in breach of the injunction, He 
allowed solicitor and client costs. If it was 
found that the method adopted since Decem- 
ber 6th did not prove satisfactory, then the 
plaintiff was left to the method of bringing 
a new motion.

BOUNDARIES AND ANCIENT

The hearmg of an action brought by 
Thomas Francis Monks, solicitor, 58 Lans- 
downe road, Dublin, against Ernest Bewley, 
of Danum, Zion road, Rathgar, Dublin, was 
begun. It related to the premises 2 Johns- 
ton’s court, Dublin, which form part of 
Bewley’s Oriental Café in Grafton street, it 
heing alleged by the plaintiff, and denied 
by the defendant, that the boundaries had 
are confused and ancient lights interfered 
with. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; 
and Mr. Chadwick (instructed by Mr, John 
J. Gaynor), appeared for the plaintiff: and 
Mr. Overend, K.C., and Mr. Poole (in 
structed by Messrs. A, and L., Goodbody), 
for the defendant. 

Opening the case. Mr. Phelps said that 
Major-Genera! William Henry Sitwell and 
Major Francis Sitwell had been added as 
defendants, as owners in fee-simple of the 
premises held by Mr. Bewley, and the plain- 
tiff was not seeking any relief against them, 
The action was conversant with the premises 
78, 79. and 80 Grafton street. and with 1, 2, 
5, and 4 Johnston’s court.

The plaintiff, in his statement of claim, 
refer to the lease under which the pre- 
mises are held, and to the demolition of the 
building that stood on the site of 2 Johns- 
ton’s court, and to the erection of a per- 
manent building on it; and = stated 
that om the course of this demoli- 
tion and erection the defendant had 
confused the boundaries and obstructed the 
light and air from entering the first floor of 
the leasehold premises, and had caused a 
nuisance, and had altered the character of 
the premises. The plaintiff claimed an in. 
quiry, if necessary, as to the = proper 
houndaries of the leasehold premises; a de- 
clavation that the buildings erected by the 
defendant on the south-west side of the 
premises do not correspond with the proper 
boundaries of the premises, and caused a 
confusion of the boundaries; that the build- 
ings on the south side obstructed and 
diminished the access of light and air to 
the premises, and were an illegal interference 
with the plaintiff's ancient lights; an injunc- 
tion to restrain the defendant from con- 
tinuing the erection of buildings which con- 
fused the boundaries, obstructed the plain- 
tiff’s ancient lights or altered the character 
of the premises; a mandatory injunction to 
compel the defendant te remove any build- 
ings that confused the boundaries, obstructed 
the plaintiff's ancient lights ‘or altered the 
nature of the premises; and a mandatory in- 
junction to compel the defendant to restore 
the proper boundaries, the plaintiff's ancient 
or other lights, and the character of the 
prémises subsisting at the date of the lease. 

THE DEFENCE. 

The defendant, in the course of his de- 
fence, stated that prior to the assignment to 
him a notice was served on the assignors 
by the Corporation of Dublin, requiring the 
immediate taking down, securing or repair 
of the premises, 2 Johnston’s Court, as a 
dangerous. structure,and upon complying 
with the notice it became necessary to take 
down the entire building, and it was taken 
down accordingly. The defendant denied 
that he confused the boundaries, obstructed 
the plaintiff's light or air, caused a nuisance, 
or altered the character of the premises, and 
he submitted that the relief claimed by the 
plaintiff should not be granted. He con- 
tended that, being under no liability to re- 
pair, restore or rebuild the premises, he was 
entitled to utilise the site during the residue 
of the term of the lease in such a manner 
as he thought fit (not being in breach of 
covenant), and stated that he was willing to 
deliver up the premises at the expiration of 
the term in the condition that they then 
would have been in. 

Mr. Overend said that the whole cause of 
complaint was what had taken place at 2 
Jonnston’s Court, He detailed what the 
plaintiff complained of, and went on to sub 
mit that it was recognised that during the 
currency of a lease the did not lose 
his interest in the premises, and that, there 
fore, 1f a tenant, during the term of the 
lease, altered the character of a holding, the 
landlord had his remedy by injunction, and, 
if no other remedy was effective, by a 
mandatory injunction, He cited authorities 
in support of his argument, and said that, 
the interest of the plaintiff heing te preserve 
his premises as an attractive shop. as they 
had been, and the premises having been 
turned into other premises by the defendant, 
the plaintiff was entitled to ask the Court to 
interfere, 

Mr. TT. F. MeNamara, architect, was 
examined on plans of the premises, and in 
reply to Mr, Fitzgerald he said that he agreed 
that £1,024 would be a reasonable figure to 
estimate as the cost of putting the premises 
back into the position in which they were 
before they were altered by Mr. Bewley. 

The cross-examination «f the witness by 
Mr. Overend had not concluded when the 
Court rose. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he did not 
know whether it would be in order to make 
a suggestion, both the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant being business men, that there might 
be a possibility of an arrangement being 
made between them in this case. He did not 
say that for the purpose of putting pressure 
on the parties. but he thought that it might 
be talked about 

Mr. Overend said that his client was pre- 
pared to consider any reasonable proposal. 

Mr. Phelps said that his client had been 
trving to come to an arrangement, and was 
still open to any reasonable proposition. 

Mr. Justice Johnsten—I cannot make any 
proposition,
